u Now  sir.  it  will  be  rcety,  by  a com 
oarison  of  these  two  statemchts,  tl:at  if 
the  100.000  persons,  in  the  year  1815, 
h id  made  a quantity  of  cloth  in  the  same 
proportion  to  their  numbers,  as  the  man- 
ufa  tu  ■ s near  Boston  did,  instead  of 
‘81,000  0 *0  yards,  which  they  did  make, 
t they  would  have  made  500,000,000 
yaids.  It  will  be  seen  also,  that  taking 
the  quantity  of  cloth  which  they  actually 
did  make,  to  wit,  8 1 .000,000  yards,  and 
allowing  the  same  proportion  to  the 
persons  engaged,  as  in  the  manufactory 
•car  Boston,  (called  I believe,  the  Walt- 
ham) instead  of  100,000  persons,  there 
ought  only  to  have  been  16.200  engaged 
in  tlie  manufacture.  And  what,  let  me 
ask,  is  the  cause  of  the  enormous  diflfur- 
ence  between  these  two  results  ? Sir,  the 
book  itself  assigns  the  reason,  which  t 
will  give  you  in  its  own  worrs  : speak- 
ing ot  the  product  of  the  Waltham  Fac- 
tory, it  says,  a the  reason  why  the  result 
ot  the  calculation  so  far  exceeds  the  pro 
ceeds  of  the  100,000  m inufucturcrs  in 
j 1815,  as  totted  p.  201,  is,  that  the  ma- 
chinery of  the  establishment  near  Boston 
has  been  brought  to  the  last  degree  of 
perfection;  and  the  power  looms  which 
afford  immense  facilities  to  the  opera- 
tions, were  very  rare  in  1815  7*  Here 
then  is  the  very  principle  for  which  1 
am  contending,  namely,  that  when  w 
have  the  best  kind  of  machinery,  we  do. 
in  point  of  fact,  a prosperous  business. 
If  that  be  the  case,  I contend  that  it  is 
not  to  be  expected  that  we  can  furnish 
ihe  capital  to  purchase  this  machinery 
when  it  is  not  owned  ; and  if  the  mai 
ufacturer  have  tUia  capital,  he  wauls ’not 


governmental  aid,  but  only  the  appro- 
priation of  his  own  money  together  with 
ordinary  car  and  prudence  in  the  man- 
agement of  the  establishment.  I forgot, 
sir,  to  mention  another  decided  advan- 
tage in  favor  of  the  American  manufac- 
turer, which  is,  the  greater  cheapness  of 
provisions,  a consideration  entitled  to 
coijsideraole  weight  in  t c account.  If 
u b*  said,  that  the  wages  of  labor  arc 
higher  in  the  United  States  than  in  Eu- 
r°pe,  I answer,  first,  that  the  same  sup* 
pieinent  to  the  Philadelphia  address,  to 
vaic  e I have  so  often  referred,  seems  to 
consider  the  rate  of  wages  as  not  b<  ing 
anv  < nsiderable  objection.  But  itisin- 
difi  r<  nt  to  me  whether  the  wages  of  la* 
)oi  bv  considered  too  high  or  not.— - 
Gentlemen  may  have  this  point  either 
ay.  I f t • ey  be  considered  nut  too  high, 
t icn  there  is  no  reason,  upon  this  ac- 
count, to  ask  for  protection  : if,  on  the 
contrary,  they  be  considered  so  high  as 
to  make  it  difficult  for  the  American 
manufacturer  to  sustain  a competition 
against  the  European,  then  there  results 
'rom  that  fact,  an  inference  almost  ir# 
resistable  against  our  manufacturing  at 
present.  To  maKC  mysc  If  understood 
upon  this  point.  I must  ask  the  atten* 
tionofthe  committee  to  the  nature  of 
Lie  wages  oflabor,and  the  circumstances 
which  make  it  high.  Capital  will  ne- 
ver Ior*g  be  appropriated  to  any  busine  ss 
that  does  not  yield  the  ordinary  profit. 

I he  wages  of  the  labouring  men  em- 
ployed must  ^1  rays  be  subducted  before 
that  profit  can  be  calculated.  If,  then, 
those  wages  be  high  and  the  business  yet 
carried  on,  it  appears  satisfactorily  that 
•fter  tlie  payment  of  such  wages,  it  is 
■ »papleof  yiel  >ing  the  usual  profit.-— 
\oy  description  of  business  which 
whilst  it  yields  the  usual  profit  to  tho 
capitalist,  affords  higher  wages  to  all  the 
laboring  men  employed,  than  any  other 
business  is  more  promotivc  of  the  bublic 
ir,d  private  prosperity  of  the  country 
than  that  ether.  But  further,  the  rate 
of  wages  depends  upon  the  demand  for 
ibor:  as  that  demand  is  increased  by 
. ie  increasing  wealth  of  the  country  and 
annot  otherwise  be  increased,  so  the 
greatest  degree  of  demand  will  he  for 
that  description  of  labor  which  is  most 
productive.  When,  therefore,  I am 
told  that  the  present  pursuits  of  the  coun* 
t*y  afford  high  wages  to  labor,  and  so 
•ugh  that  manufacturers  cannot  pay 
Diem  ; I answer,  then,  that  inanniac- 
turcs  are  Jess  profitable  than  those  pur- 
suits, and,  consequently,  they  ought  not 
o hr  sustained  at  the  expense  of  pur* 
>viits  yielding  more  profit  than  they  to. 
But,  sir,  why  do  T pursue  this  investi  na- 
tion further?  We  have  been  told,  by 
the  Speaker,  that  there  are  millions  of 
apitalnow  waiting  for  and  seeking  an 
nployment.  I will  add,  that  I have 
understood  a large  sum  could  be  bor- 
> ved  i v the  government,  at  five  pe* 
ent.  \V»  have  been  told,  too  and  the 
dec  aration  hasb°en  iterated  and  reitera- 
ted, tuat  there  are  thousands  and  tens 
a thousands  in  the  United  States,  who, 
ror  want  of  employment,  are  unable  to  / 
uv.  ntaiu  themselves  and  families.

To  establish  the  Bank  uj  the  Common- 
wealth of  Kentucky. 
WHEREAS  it  i6  deemed  expedient 
and  beneficial  to  the  state  and  the  citi- 
zen* thereof,  to  establish  a bank  on  the 
funds  ol  the  state,  for  the  purpose  of  dis- 
counting paper  and  making*  loans  for 
longer  periods  than  has  been  customary, 
©nd  for  the  relief  of  the  distresses  of  the 
community  : Therefore, 

§ 1 . Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  As- 
sembly of  the  commonwealth  of  Kentuc- 
ky, That  a bank  shall  be,  and  the  same 
16  hereby  established,  in  the  name  and 
on  behalf  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Ken- 
tucky, in  the  town  of  Harrodsburg,  un- 
der the  direction  of  a president  and  12 
directors,  to  be  chosen  by  joint  ballot  of 
both  house  s of  the  genera'  assembly,  who 
shall  continue  in  office  m til  the  next  sta- 
ted session  of  the  general  assembly,  and
